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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Applicant's Remarks and Amendments 
filed August 9, 2007. 

Claims 25-30 remain cancelled. 
Claims 1, 10, 12, and 16 are amended. 
Claims 1-24 are pending and herein considered. 

Response to Amendments 

Applicant has amended claims 1, 10, 12, and 16 to overcome objections raised 
by the Examiner during their interview on August 7, 2007. 

Applicant's amendments additionally serve to overcome the Examiner's 
previously set forth 35 USC 102(e) rejection of claims 1-24 in view of United States 
Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0054155 A1 to Hagan et al. 

Applicant's arguments, with respect to the Examiner's 35 USC 102(e) rejection of 
claims 1-24 in view of United States Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0054155 
A1 to Hagan et al. have been fully considered and are persuasive in light of Applicant's 
newly amended claims. The rejection of claims 1-24 has been withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The present invention is directed to a method of secure communication between 
network devices without the use of secure socket layer. Independent claims 1 and 16 
identify the uniquely distinct features of concatenating data for a plurality of fields of a 
requested web page into a string, encrypting that string, and then serving to a user node 
the web page with its fields blank and the encrypted string at which point the user node 
is enabled to decrypt the encrypted string locally in order to distribute the information 
contained in the string into their respective blank fields. Independent claim 10 identifies 
the uniquely distinct feature of receiving a form including a plurality of blank fields and 
an encrypted string of concatenated data, and then locally decrypting the string and 
distributing the string into the respective blank fields of the form. The closest prior art, 
U.S. Patent No. 6,490,601 B1 to Markus et al. entitled "Server for Enabling the 
Automatic Insertion of Data into Electronic Forms on a User Computer" provides for the 
insertion of data into electronic forms on a user computer, but fails to provide for the 
concatenation of form data into strings which are encrypted and transferred to the user 
computer for decryption and insertion back into the forms. The prior art of record, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious combinations as claimed 
including the underlined limitations.
